GREAT NEWSPAPER HAS 


SOME DECIDED VIEWS — 
~—ON PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


For a great many years this news- 
paper and readers of, this newspaper 
have advocated government owner- 
ship of natural monopolies. 

The day of government ownership 
is here, and it will begin with ‘the 
railroads. 

Gdvernment ownership of tele. 
phones and telegraphs will come— 
and not much later. 

Ownership of railroads by the peo- 
ple will be the work of this day. 

The history of the last few months 
in the United States proves: 

First, that government manage- 
ment of great industrial undertakings 
is possible. 

Second, that the government can 
carry on a necessary mofopoly more 
successfully than private individuals. 

Third, that in the management of 
railroads at least government own- 
ership is absolutely necessary to save 
the railroads, the stockholders and 
the public from boundless, shameless 
dishonesty inevitably leading to fail- 
ure and bankruptey. : 

The parcel post: proves that th 
government can conduct efficiently, 

economically and profitably a great, 
complex public service. - 

While this newspaper wag advocat- 
ing parcel post in place of the private 
‘express Company for years, the reply 
of the express monopolies was, “Out 
rates are low enough. They could 
not. profitably be made lower. . The 
‘government could not do-the work we 
do as well or as cheaply.” 

Today the government does the 
work of carrying parcels for a quar- 


| ter or less, of the price charged by 


the express companies. 
Of the latter some have gone out 


‘of business, all have reduced their 


‘charges very greatly, and all admit 
that competition with the govern- 
ment is hopeless. 

» And please observe that the gov- 
ernment runs the parcel post, .the 
great work of diétribution, without 
corrupting public officials, or graft or 
extortion. 

Mr. Mellen’s revelation in connec. 
tion with the New Haven railroad, 
the robbery of stockholders, the 
squandering of millions unaccounted 
for, the bribing of public officials 
make every sane man know that the 
government must take the railroads 
at once. 

Unquestionably there 1s here and 
there an honest and competent rail- 
road manager. 

But any thief or collection of 
thieves can buy control of the road 
that he manages, bankrupt and-steal 
from its stockholders while he looks 
on helpless. 

What one gang did to the New 
Haven, what another gang did to the 
Rock Island, what a third gang did 
to the New York street railways can 
be done to any railroad under private 
ownership. And it could not be done 
to any railroad under government 
ownership. ‘ 

Those who still feebly oppose gov- 
ernment ownership if railroads say 
that it would be a crime to put that 
great responsibility, that vast expen- 
diture “in the hands of grafting pub- 
Nic officials.” 

But in the first place it is shown 
in the New Haven road scandal that 
‘millions were paid out in order to 
corrupt New York city officials. 

And the private “gentlemen” who 
controlled the road stole tens of mil- 
lions at a time and reduced a rail- 
road, of which the stock was selling 
above $200 a share, to bankruptcy 
and disorganization. 

Even the railroad Managers them- 
selves—those that will admit the 
truth—say that government owner- 
ship and management of railroads 
is inevitable. :

INSTRUCTED ABOUT NEW 
POSTAL MONEY sYsTEM 


If you increased it 100 per cent 
the gang of thieves who looted the 
New Haven would steal every dollar 
and bankrupt the road anyhow. 

You cannot increase, freight rates 
or passenger rates enough to satisfy 
the greed of private thieves in charge 
of public monopolies. 

The people are sick of these big 
thieves, and their vast fortunes, and 
their bribing of officials, and their 
ruining of innocent investors. 

They are tired of the “kings of 
finance” who with their ermine strip- 
ped off are shown to be unprincipled 
scoundrels. 

The people of the United States 
created the railroads. The railroad 
managers have bankrupted the rail- 
roads, robbed the stockholders, swin- 
dled the people, and their day is 
done. 

The country does not need a rail- 
road system managed by servile em- 
ployees and looted by ruthless finan- 
ciers. 

-If.the highways of steel, like the 
highways of dirt and Macadam, are 
public necessitfes, thene they should 
be. and ill be public‘ property. 

There is no other solution of the 
question. The people will own the 
railroads, manage them, reduce rates 
instead of increasing them, and make 
that service as superior to the present 
miserable, dishonest railroad service 
as the present parcel Post system is 
superior to the vanishing swindling 
expréss company method. 

Government ownership of railroads 
now, and of all national monopolies 
within this generation—that is the 
demand of the intelligent citizen.— 
New York Journal. ,

New York, June 22.—Pians for a 
world church peace council, to be 
held in Constance, Switzerland, on 
August 2 and to continue four days 
the first event of its kind in history, 
were announced last night by Dr. 
Frederick Lynch, secretary of the 
Church Pace Union, founded by An- 
drew Carnegie in February with an 
endowment of $2,000,000. 

On the same days in Liege, Bel- 
gium, a peace conference of Catholics 
has been arranged under the leader- 
ship of Count Albert Apponyi, the 
Hungarian statesman and peace -ad- 
vocate. Both meetings will be un- 
der the auspices of the Carnegie 
Union. 

’ “With a view to have these two 
peace unions to mark an epoch in the 
advancement to international péace.” 
Dr. Lynch explained, “the union has 
decided to finance both councils, 
which carries out the idea of the 
foundation.” 

According to the arrangements, 
onry members of the Protestant de- 
nominations will participate in nthe 
conference at Constance. A large 
number of them will be American 
delegates who have been asked by 
the Carnegie Union to represent the 
various chureh organizations here. 
Many of them are expected to sail 
with Dr. Lynch and other members 
of the union on July 22. +f

INSANE THING NOT TO 
RECOGNIZE LABOR UNIONS 
SAYS JOHN WANAMAKER 


Philadelphia, June 23.—‘“It’s an 
insane thing not to recognize organ- 
izations of labor,” said John Wan- 
amaker today, in giving further tes- 
timony before the United States 


commission on imdustrial relations. 
On the general question of unionism 
Mr. Wanamaker said he believed 
labor had “suffered frightfully” in 
the pas tbecause of poor leaders, and 
he added that he is seeing a bet- 
ter class of leadership coming in. 

Commissioner Weinstock of Cali- 
fornia, who presided today, asked 
the witness if he could supply the 
missing link ‘that would bring cap- 
ital and labor together. Mr. Wana- 
maker said: 

“I believe that labor and capital 
have the right to organize. On the 
capital, there is the re- 
sponsibility, and on the other, la- 
bor, there is mone, There you stop. 
The missing link I believe to be 
prejudice and misunderstanding, 
which must be overcome. 


SHOULD KEEP OUT OF POLITIOS. 


“One of the ways to wipe out 
this prejudice and misunderstanding 
is to umhitch labor unions from 
political parties.’’ 

Speaking of capital, Mr. Wana- 
maker said John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
“make a great mistake when he 
put President Wilson im the position 
of sending troops into Colorado.” 

“T might be mistaken in this,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘but that is the way I feel 


about it.” 


Contact with the employes is a 
remedy for much misunderstanding, 
the witness said. ‘There are labor 
unions which have no other purpose 
than to protect their wages,” he 


said. ‘‘Men who spend their time 
getting their salaries raised gener- 
ally fail.” 

Asked whether he was an advo- 
cate of the eight-hour day, he re 
plied: 

“Eight hours or less.” 

On the question of the minimum 
wage for women the witness said 
that as an experiment it had not 
been condemned. 


BELIEVES IN GOVERNMENT 
OWNERSHIP. .- 


Discussing public owmership, Mr. 
Wanamaker said he was an ‘‘abso- 
lute believer’ in government owner- 
ship of public utilities. “I believe 
the government should own the 
railroads,” he said. “It would 
prevent conditions that have existed 
in the New Haven road and in the 
rock Island system. Government 
ownership would bring one cent 
postage, because the government 
owns the means of carrying the 
mails.’ 

The witness painted a rosy future 
for the workingman. ‘Men = and 


rising market; 
they are being better educated, have

wipe their feet on,” he said. 


LABOR UNIONS EXEMPTED 
FROM ANTI-TRUST LAWS 


Washington, June 23.—The house 
again went on record for exempting 
labor unions from prosecution un- 
der the anti-trust laws. 
i nthe sundry civil appropriation 
bill appropriating $300,000 for en- 
forcement of the anti-trust laws was 
adopted after a sharp debate over 
the provision exempting labor and 
agricultural organizations. The pro- 
vision reads: a 

“No part of. the money shall be 
spent in prosecutions of any organ- 
ization or indiivdual for entering 
into. any combination or agreement 
having in view the ‘increasing of 
wages, shortening of hours or bet- 
tering the conditions of labor, or 
for any ,act.done. in furtherance

Sacramento, June 23 —The Social- 
ists, through their . state organi- 
zation, are preparing to’ launch 
three initiative petitions im the 
fleld for the ‘purpose of plactng on 
the November ballot advanced ‘meas- 
ures dealing with the Unemployed 
problem and exemptions from. tax- 
ation. Notice of this intention has 
been received at the office of the 
secret ary of state, 

The first provides that society 
as a whole, through the medium of 
the state with a fund of $5,000,000 
set asecide to carry it out, . shall 
produce employment for all, and 
food and the necessities of ' life 
where work eannot be given when 
applied for, ; 

The initiative measure would es- 
tablish a Board of. Public Industry, 
the - governor, the 
secretary -of state and a superin- 
tendent and secretary, ‘to be elécted 
by - the voters, « 


WOULD PROVIDE JOBS. 


The: $5,000,000 found sla be 
used by the board in the purchase 
of” factories, land and anny other 
thing necessary to carty out’ the 
purpose of the proposed measure. 
Employment shall be given for the 
unemployed in the factories: and on 
the land. The products shall be 
soki directly to the people, with- 
out having to pass through the 
hands of middlemen. 

All things which a corporation or 
private’ employer has the power to 
do will be vested in the board. The 
board may establish grocery stores, 
produce stores, dry goods stores, 
run newspapers, construction camips, 
building or other Hnes of indus- 
try. 

When these ireunieles are not 
capable of providing employment 
for all who need it, the board 
shall 
food and clothing until such time 
as work fg given. 

Citizens unable to find employ- 
metnt elsewhere shall be given work 
in preference to. any, others. The 
Wages shall be $2.50 a day or over 
for those past 18 years and $1.50 
per day or over for those under 18.

OTHER A TAX MEASURE. 


The second proposed measure ex- 
empts from taxation household 
property to the amount of $200, the 
articles to be exempted to be chosen 
by the owner. This would éxempt

The third. provades that all bufld- 
ings and real estate occupied as a 
home by the owner thereof shall 
be exempt from taxation up - to

VOTING BY MAIL. 


A petition—but from another 
source—the traveling men and rail- 
roaders being the proponents of it— 
provides for voting by mail. This 
would allow those persons away from 
home, and whose "business or eém- 
ployment takes them out of their 
home towns or cities on election 
day, shell. have the right to east 
their votes for theii local and the 
genera]; candidates at the elections. 

No names on any of these pro- 
posed petitions have been filed. They 
are about to be circulated, and if 
they receive the required number of 
signatures—-30,854—thirty days be- 
fore the November election, they will 
go on the general ballot with the 
long list of other proposals for. ap- 
provat, or disapproval at the hands 
of the people.
